ll. b) Clubs Merger Policy 


The eradication of campus distifiction by the university has forced us to make 

a policy change in relation to departmental and faculty associations. CUSA 

had expected campus distinction to be eradicated in September, 1985. Our unofficial 
policy was to pressure associations tomerge by themselves, However, in elections 
which will be held in the spring, we cannot define the: membership of the associations; 
so we will have to accelerate the process.
